Virtue need not be its own| 
reward. Sometimes there's mon-| 
ey in it. That’s one message the 
Michigan Tuberculosis and Res- 
piratory Disease Association is 
trying to get across lu lucal bus-: 
iness and industry leaders during | 
the current National Education 
Week on Smoking (January 11-! 
16) John R. Pettibone, MTRDA 
president said. 

He cited some examples: 

The average smoker spends 
$200 a year to maintain his hab- 
it. If he quits, he’s $200 richer. 
The savings in health can’t be 
measured. They’re priceless. 

The Lansing Fire Department, 
he said, estimates that cigarette- 
caused fires cost the community 
$289,000 during a 10-month period 
in 1970. They also estimate that 
careless use of cigureiies are us- 
ually the number-one cause of 
fires. 

Workers who smoke cigarettes 
spend over a third 9s much time 
away from their jobs because of 
illness as people who have never 
smuked, according io the U. &, 
Public Health Service. 

We can all think of other ways 

in which cigarettes cost us mon- 
ey, Pettibone said, “Burns in 
clothing, drycleaning for clothes 
and curtains, stains on teeth and 
damage to gums requiring more 
visits {o the dentist, extra drives 
te the supermarket te make sure 
you have cigarettes on Sunday 
morning.” 
It really doesn’t make sense 
to continue spending so much for 
something so dangerous, Petti- 
bone said. He suggested contact- 
ing the Michigan Christmas Seal 
Agencies for isformation on 
smoking and tips for quitting.
